Early Mailing Is 
Especially Important 
This Christmas 

The TJ. S. PostofTice Depart- 
ment has issued an appeal that 
all Christmas matter be mailed 
.is early as possible this year. 

"During this coming Christ- 
mas period," states a bulletin 
from the Department in Wash- 
ington, "the necessity for mail- 
ing earlier than heretofore is 
most imperative. Mailings should 
begin at least 20 or 25 days be- 
fore Christmas, depending on 
distance to destination, as the 
number of tr .lined employes 
available for distributing and 
delivering mail will be seriously 
reduced and the mail transpor- 
tation facilities curtailed due to 
the war operations." 

It is pointed out that, where- 
ever desired, parcels may be 
marked "Do not open before 
Christmas." 

As his been statod previously, 
mailings for men in foreign 
service must be made not later 
than November 1. 



Tin Can Money 
Will Be Divided 

Half Will Go to Defense 
And Half for School 
Activities 

As Lower Merion's special Junk 
Rally scrap metal drive draws to a 
close with last-minute collections 
being made of special salvage piles 
throughout the Township, house- 
holders are turning their attention 
to the tin can campaign now being 
waged through Lower Merion's 
elementary and junior high schools. 

School children, their families, 
neighbors and friends are joining in 
the preparation of the cans by 
cleaning them, removing labels, j 
flattening them and saving them 
for the rapidly filling barrels in 
each of the eleven schools taking 
part in the new drive. 

According to representatives of 
the School Board, who are assist- 
ing Chairman Ralph E. Springer 
and his salvage committee of the 
Council of Defense, a good coverage 
Is expected, and already hundreds 
of pounds are coming in regularly 
to help fill the barrels. 

The growing hoard will be weigh- 
ed in a few weeks when quantities 
make it feasible to have Township- 
wide collection from the schools and 
shipment by carload lot to the de- 
tinning plants. 

Lower Merion Commissioners last 
week approved dividing the pro- 
oeeds from this drive between the 
Council of Defense and the school 
children for activities funds. 

The Township Highway Depart- 
ment hopes this week to answer all 
calls for the .collection of heavy Iron 
scrap brought to its attention for 
special removal, and to gather in 
the last of the scrap piles located at 
street corners and on vacant lots 
throughout Lower Merion. 

All articles collected by special 
calls to the Highway Department 
and from scrap plies set up by the 
salvage committee of the Council 
of Defense are sold to wholesale 
junk dealers, and the amount re- 
ceived is deposited with the Town- 
ship Treasurer to the credit of the 
Council of Defense under whose 
auspices the money will be ex- 
pended; 



Calls Attention to 
Curb on Air Mail 

The Post Office Department has 
ruled that no package may be ac- 
cepted for transmission by air mail 
until it has been examined by a 
postal employee "to make sure no 
inflammable, explosive or other 
umhailaMe matter Is enclosed." 

Postmaster General Prank C. 
Walker issued an .order that to be 
handled by air mail, every sealed 
package, parcel or other sealed 
article, except ordinary letters, 
must be indorsed to provide for 
opening for postal inspection. 

The Department recommended 
hat the employee who opens such 
package have another employee as 
a witness, and it was said that it 
was desirable that the sender of 
such packages present them un- 
sealed S3 that the contents may- 
be examined before he seals the 
package.

The camp is new and I'm 
one of the first 1500 here. The boys 
in the camp are from Pennsylvania 
and Missouri and are swell. The 
sergeants are also good. One even 
helped me carry my pack and bag 
to permanent quarters. 

Tell Harry if he wants to know 
what happened to bacon and beef, 
we have it here; also we have all 
the sugar you can eat. 

The camp is the newest and finest 
in the world. No one ever wants to 
go out. because we have everything 
here — five different movies every 
night, the finest basketball court in 
America, about three times as big 
as the Palestra. 

The fellas are swell. Me and an- 
other Narberth boy, Put Norblooro 
are together. Some of the officers 
are from the Main Line.

Both Parties Favor 
$75,000,000 Tax Cut 

By Alexander Biddle

One outstanding feature of the 
political campaign, which culmi- 
nates in the election next Tuesday, 
is the general agreement upon a 
possible reduction of State taxes in 
an amount approximating the 
$75,000,000 estimated by the Penn- 
sylvania Economy League. How the 
P. E. L. arrived at this figure was 
described in some detail in the Fall 
issue of its periodical, "Your 
Dollar's Worth." 

In its platform the Democratic 
Party says: "The Commonwealth's 
taxes can and should be reduced 
$100,000,000 during the next appro- 
priation period. The Democratic 
Party will reduce State taxes." In 
its pamphlet on "Executive Accomp- 
lishments of the Republican Admin- 
istration for 1939-42" the Repub- 
lican Party estimates the "surplus 
to be used for tax reduction" in 
1943-45 at $83,000,000. Governor 
James says "... there will be a 
spread of 50 to 80 millions of dollars 
between our income and expenses 
of the next fiscal biennium. Taxes 
may be cut next winter in that 
amount. General Martin recently 
used the $75,000,000 figure.
